( c ) harbours any person who has contravened 
any order made under section 20 or has failed to 

comply with any direction given by any such order , 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term 
which may extend to three years and shall also be 
liable to fine.

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty - fourth 
Year of the Republic of India as follows : 


27. Power to remove difficulties. 

( 1) If any 
difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of 
this Act, the Central Government may , by order to 
be published in the Official Gazette , make such pro 
visions , not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act, as appear to it to be necessary or expedient 
for removing the difficulty : 

Provided that no such order shall be made after 
the expiry of a period of two years from the com 
mencement of this Act . 

( 2 ) Every order made under this section shall , 
as soon as may be after it is made , bę laid before 
each House of Parliament. 


1. Short title and commencement. ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Tea ( Amendment ) Act , 1983 . 


( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on 
the 7th day of October, 1983 .

(a ) the form and the manner in which an 
application may be made and the fee which shall 
accompany such application , as required by sub 
-section ( 3 ) of section 8 ; 

(b ) the authority to be prescribed under sec 
tion 11 ;
